Simon-Michel  reiterated  French  support  for  levying  sanctions 
on  the  individuals  in  question,  noting  French  co-sponsorship 
for  the  original  UK  list  of  names  proposed  for  designation. 

1[2 . (C)  Simon-Michel  took  advantage  of  the  occasion  to 

observe  that  Security  Council  action  through  a formal 
resolution  and  vote  would  have  been  unnecessary  had  the 
French  position  on  procedures  been  accepted  in  the  first 
place.  The  French  concurred,  he  clarified,  that  designations 
are  best  taken  by  consensus  at  the  committee  level,  however, 

"as  a matter  of  doctrine,"  the  principle  of  consensus  should 
not  become  a strait jacket,  and  a sanctions  committee  should 
be  allowed  to  overcome  the  obstacle  of  a hold,  as  in  the 
Chinese/Russian  hold  over  Sudanese  names,  through  a simple 
procedural  vote,  without  requiring  recourse  to  Security 
Council  deliberations.
